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Ol’Dis Succumbs To Heart Attack 


RENO, Nev. (UPI) — Dizzy Dean, folklore hero of 
baseball's golden age, died early today at the age of 64 
Doctors at St. Mary's Hospital said the Hall of Fame 
hurler passed away at 1:35 a.m. PDT after suffering a 
massive heart attack while dining with his wife, Pat, last 
Sunday. Mrs. Dean, his brother, Paul, and Paul Dean’s 
two children were at Dean’s side when he died. 
Dean, whose first name was Jerome, was the last 
National League pitcher to win 30 games, leading the 1934 
St. Louis Cardinals to the pennant with a 30-7 record. Paul 
Dean added 19 wins in a baseball brother act perhaps 
rivaled only by the DiMaggios and the Perrys now hurling 
for Cleveland. 
Dean died in a local hospital only a few hundred yards 
from the bright lights of this gambling capital he loved so 
much, 
He had suffered a heart attack last Sunday only a few 
hours after being released from a South Lake Tahoe 
hospital w here he rested for th ree days following 
complains of chest pains. 
As a pitcher for the famed Cardinals “Gashouse Gang” 
of the 1930s, Dean played hard on and off baseball 
diamonds. He never made very much money in those 
Depression years and what he did make he spent as 
quickly as he could. 
Life never really changed for Dizzy through the years. 
He never amassed any wealth although radio jobs and 
other employment always filled his pockets with money. 
“Money doesn’t mean a thing if you can’t enjoy it,” was 
one of his pet phrases of later years. “ I’ve made some and 
I ’ve lost some but I have no regrets.” 
Following his baseball career, he became a prominent 
sportscaster whose gram m atical mistakes and folk-say- 
ings won him new fans. He was also the subject of a 
motion picture. 
Dean lived in Wiggins, Miss., where the funeral and 
burial will be held.

Canadian ‘Separation* Revived 


OTTAWA (UPI) — A move to separate the prairie 
provinces of Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba from 
the rest of Canada is alive and gaining ground after the 
recent Liberal election victory.

In addition, your body syn­ 
thesizes or produces its own 
cholesterol, which is used in a 
number of ways. For example, 
your body uses this cholesterol 
to synthesize sex 
hormones, 
adrenal 
hormones, 
and 
bile 
acids, which are essential for 
the absorption of fat. 
"But sometimes individuals 
get too much of a good thing,” 
Dr Greger says. "When this 
happens, 
fatty 
material, 
in­ 
cluding cholesterol, deposits 
along the walls of the arteries in 
ptacques.

known as atherosclerosis. 
"U n fo rtu n ately , scien tists 
have found, no easy wav to

Eat a well balanced diet with

"You can't 
alter the

make the best, of the situation,"

“The whole system relies on 
obedience to the law,” Pollack 
said 
“ With a staff of 1,200 at 
the commission, it would be 
impossible for us to catch every 
manipulation,” 
Pollack says dem ocracy has 
always depended on personal 
integrity, 
whether 
in 
the 
paym ent of p ersonal incom e 
taxes or in the operation of a 
business. 
Lost Morality 
Pollack 
says 
he 
believes 
corporations are not massively 
abusing company 
funds and 
misleading investors, but point­ 
ed out that W atergate scandals 
have revealed the lost morality 
of some business leaders and 
professionals. 
Besides 
President 
Nixon’s 
law yers and advisers who have 
been convicted or await crim i­ 
nal trials, a score of business 
executives from nearly a dozen 
blue chip com panies including 
A m erican A irlines, Gulf and 
Goodyear have pleaded guilty 
to unlawful donation of corpo­ 
rate money to political cam ­ 
paigns. 
Charges are pending against 
George Steinbrenner, chairm an 
ot American Ship Building, and 
several investigations underway 
could lead to more prosecu- 
tions. 
Watergate not only involved

savings and loan institutions, 
which some banks claim 
is 
unfair competition. 
There is a legal doctrine that 
you cannot do indirectly what is 
perm itted 
to 
do 
directly. 
However, there is an old adage 
that "there is more than one 
way to skin a cat," currently 
being 
applied 
to 
banking. 
Banks, 
C redit 
Unions 
and 
Savings and Loan institutions 
can be chartered either by the 
state or federal government, 
with some difference in laws 
governing conduct of business. 
The differences could be the 
back-door opening the state to 
cross-county 
banking 
and 
multi bank holding companies. 
P r e v i o u s l y , 
f e d e r a 1 
regulations have attempted, to 
conform to state laws. Opening 
new areas for state savings and 
loan companies is being used as 
the wedge to attempt a bypass 
of 
Indiana 
law 
lim iting 
operations of 
banks 
to 
one 
county. 
Indiana 
National 
Bank 
of 
Indianapolis 
is 
federally 
chartered, and under control of 
the U.S. co n tro ller of the 
cu rren cy . They have m ade 
application to open a branch in 
adjoining prosperous Hamilton 
County, site of two newly 
chartered state bands. Mean­ 
while, the Citizens Bank 
of 
Whitley County in Columbia 
City, applied to open a branch 
just outside of Fort Wayne in 
Allen County.

Cole Banks, former RinhviUe man whose parents live 
here, called Tuesday lo advise people in Rushville that 
rumors about him are not true. Cole is now a member of 
Caine and Webom, law firm of Evansville. 
In a statement for publication, Banks said, “ I have 
never been and am not now considering the office of 
prosecutor in Rush County.” He went on to say that he 
understood his name had been put in circulation as one 
who is under consideration by the Republican Central 
Committee for this position. 
In 1972.William B Keaton was elected to the office of 
prosecutor, for a period of what was thought to be four 
years. In a later ruling by the attorney general, Keaton 
was told this year that his name would have to be on the 
primary ballot in May. He says this word came to him too 
late for this to be done 
Keaton also says that he was told by the Republican 
Central Committee Chairman, C. Jack Clarkson, that 
‘‘there is no problem, no problem at all.” He says that now 
Clarkson tells him another prosecutor candidate is under 
consideration for that office, in order to have a “full time 
prosecutor” for Rush County. 
In the last meeting of city council, two of the four 
councilmen present went on record for retaining Keaton.
